337 Wa r To ll,

SAIGON (AP)—The U.S. Command announced today that 
a record number of 337 Americans were killed In action last 
week, mainly in fighting around the demilitarized zone which 
has now been emp tied of allied troop s following its invasion a 
week ago. 
The American Command said 
the last U.S. Marines and South 
Vietnamese unite have now left 
the southern half of the zone, 
taking with them a wealth of 
canfured bootv nlus thousands 
otf civilian refugees. 
Among the cap tured items 
were 18 0 North Vietnamese gas 
masks seized Wednesday along 
with 1.000 m ortar shells. 
The casualty rep ort listed 337 
Americans killed. 2,28 2 wounded 
and

missing 
during

week. In addition. 241 South 
Vietnamese troop s were rep ort­ 
ed killed and other aillies. main­ 
ly the South Koreans, rep orted

DISASTER WARNING SYSTEM 
The first major steps in a nationwide natural dis­ 
aster warning system, first announced last year b y 
President Johnson, have b een taken. The Govern­ 
ment has purchased powerful radars to improve river 
forecasting and warnings of tornadoes, hurricanes, 
floods and other violent outb ursts of nature. 
With such disasters claiming 500 to 600 lives a year, 
and doing $11 b illion to $15 b illion a y ear in damage, 
half the lives and a good portion of the damage can 
b e saved with timely and proper warnings. 
'Hie Environmental Science Services Administration 
is implementing the warning system. Dr. Rob ert M. 
White, the administrator, says that 25 states would 
receive earlier and more complete warnings as a re­ 
sult of these initial steps, costing $7 million in cur­ 
rent fiscal 1967. Slightly more has b een requested for 
expanding the network for the next fiscal year, until 
eventually the whole country is included. 
Initial river forecasting and flood warning services 
were b uilt for the Delaware and Susquehanna River 
b asins in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. 
New radars are b eing added in the Midwest tornado 
b elts and along the hurricane-vulnerab le Gulf o f Mex­ 
ico and Atlantic Coasts. An o bserv ato ry 
is b eing con­ 
structed at Palmer, Alaska, to provide fo r mo te rapid 
detection of seismic sea waves. 
If the work is scattered, It is to cover ItnowntJanger 
zones. The whole country will b e protected when the 
warning system is completed.

‘Lo ng Ho t Summer’ Is Threat-Term 


LAST AND ONLY ALTERNATIVE 
If North Vietnam’s leaden had looked upon the 
Senators critical of United States military policy as 
friendly, they will listen to their warning that a nego­ 
tiated peace is the last and only alternative to a pro­ 
longed and intensified war. 
If on the other hand, North Vietnam had looked 
upon these critics of the war effort as its dupes, then 
it will know that it can no longer depend on them to 
soften American resistance, and perhaps decide it 
cannot win in the field. 
Unless, of course, North Vietnam still hopes that it 
can influence enough of the b itter-enders outside Con­ 
gress to continue their seditious opposition to b ring­ 
ing the war to a successful dose, and will now b ank 
on them to create enough havoc here still to turn the 
scales in its favor. 
The 16 Senators have gone a long way to persuade 
Hanoi that despite their opposition to President John­ 
son’s war policy, they cannot b e counted on to b ring 
ab out a disastrous retreat such as that of the French 
after Dien Bien Jhu. The Senators flatly stated they 
“remain steadfastly opposed to any unilateral with­ 
drawal of American troops from South Vietnam.” 
The signers included the b est-known critics of 
President Johnson’s war policy—J. VV. Fulb right of 
Arkansas, chairman of the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee and Rob ert F. Kennedy of New' York; also, Frank 
Church of Idaho, the author of the statement, Wayne 
Morse of Oregon, Frank E. Moss, of Utah, E. L. Bart­ 
lett of Alaska, Lee Metcalf of Montana, Vance Hartke 
of Indiana, Gaylor Nelson of Wisconsin. Quentin Bur­ 
dick of North Dakota, Joseph S. Clark of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Stephen M. Young of Ohio and Clairb ome Pell 
of Rhode Island, all Democrats; and John Sherman 
Cooper of Kentucky and Mark O. Hatfield of Oregon, 
Repub licans. 
The Senators pointed out that they had b een ac­ 
cused of prolonging the war b y leaving a false im­ 
pression with Hanoi that the United States did not 
have the will to persist in the fighting. Their state­ 
ment sought to remove any doub t. Now Ho Chi Minh 
and his associates know' that there is no Trojan horse 
they can oount on in American leadership.

Let the issue touch social 
or reformist proposals any ­ 
where and immediately tome 
advocate rises to say in sub ­ 
stance those who are op- 
poscd, or to those who mere­ 
ly wish to hear all the facts

minds: "You will accept this 
and like it—for if yon don’t, 
there is going to b e a long, 
hot summer.” 
So common has this cliche 
b ecome that it is now unhap­ 
pily b eing used even b y men 
who are b asically quite re­ 
sponsib le and who do not 
pause to consider all the im­ 
plications of what they are 
saying. 
No man in his right mind, 
for illustration, could regard 
Secretary of Lab or Willard 
Wlrtz as in any way unsy m­ 
pathetic to civil rights or to 
the genuine needs of the poor 
whether 
ui b an 
or 
rural, 
though to many politicians 
"poor” has b ecome a sy n­ 
ony m only for those who live 
in the b ig cities. It is as 
though nob ody outside meg 
alopiiis has any prob lems. 
Wirtz, thaT is to say, 
incontestab ly b oth lib eral — 
and social-minded. 
But even 
ho now' has had to point out 
to so ordinarily solid a politi­ 
cian as Sen. Ab raham Rib d- 
ooff of Connecticut that in­ 
cessant predictions of some 
"long, hot summer” are un­ 
intentionally contrib uting to 
potential violence. 
What Wirtz and others in 
high {Kisitions are say ing is 
that they fully recognize the

whereas in simple truth a 
great deal is b eing done at 
vast expense — too much, too 
fast, indeed, to some ob serv­ 
ers, including this one. 
Again, for another example, 
so high a pub lic servant as 
Vice-President H u b e r t H. 
Humphrey is moved to go so 
far, in supporting social re­ 
forms that are valid in them­ 
selves, as to say that unless 
these come ab out there will 
b e a "disease of violence.” 
The great point is that this 
sort of melodramatic fear- 
rhetoric is not only unjusti­ 
fied on the plain realities of 
current American life—which 
in demonstrab le fact is con­ 
stantly b eing made less and 
less harsh even to the poor— 
b ut is gravely self-defeating. 
For this is a nation that has 
b een notab ly generous rath­ 
er than ungenerous 
to its 
poor and its dispossessed, and 
tt is a nation b ecoming very 
tired of having it said that it 
lacks compassion and under­ 
standing. 
Already , this form of plea­ 
sure has gone much too far. 
Already , it has created a cli­ 
mate of resentment and resis­ 
tance among perfectly faiir- 
minded men. 
They do not 
like to b e told that they have 
b een 
penny -pinching where 
they have b een the reverse. 
And they are approaching the 
b oiling point of an unjustified 
emotionalism of their Own— 
a point where they are ab out 
to say to the devil with all 
social reform, not simply to 
the unwise and unattainab le 
b ut also to the sensib le and 
necessary .

But the pollsters claim 
the people no longer like him.

elected the charmer. Ait that 
precise point, we, the people, 
b egan to notice how a candi­ 
date wears clothes, b ow unc­ 
tuously he speaks, his b on 
mots, the length of his lashes. 
Sartorially . Lyndon Johnson 
cannot compare with Kennedy. 
When our young man was m ar­ 
ty red, we looked around for 
something to kick, and the 
Texan vva-s idea*. First of all, 
Ik? appeared to b e humorless. 
Second, ho was known as a 
sensitive fighter, and they are 
made for Woking. The b ruises 
vviH b e carried into history . 
No m atter 
how- 
h a r d he 
worked, a strong segment of 
our articulate people made fun 
otf him. 
He is not my man. I aun not 
his>. Lyr/don Johnson was the 
fourth President with wham I 
worked personally . A b ook will 
b e pub lised in a couple otf 
weeks, and it will b e an un­ 
political ctoseup, or it will b e 
a cipher. I do not expect to 
see him again. 
Studies of American his­ 
tory will show any student 
that you will have to go b ack 
106 y ears to find as much 
contempt and vituperation as 
we now toss at the White 
House.

WASHINGTON—The United 
Nations now faces the acid 
te« t of its 22 y ears of exist­ 
ence. Will it emerge as an 
international arganizsaDon that 
interposes measures to avoid 
b ag wars and keep the peace— 
or wrii K fatter? 
The charter of the United 
Nations apeoificailly outlines 
steps that can b e taken in 
such a situation m ha« just 
arisen in the Middle Fast. 
If toe U.N. doesn’t inter­ 
vene, then the only recourse 
is "colloctrve action” b y mem­ 
b er states. This is permissib le 
as a responsib ility of the par­ 
ticipants only and doesn't re­ 
quire the approval of either 
the Security Council or the 
General Assemb ly. 
The U.N. can offer methods 
of conciliation, mediation or 
adjustment, and it can, as in 
the case of Korea in 1950, call 
on memb er nations to act to 
gether under the auspices of 
the Security Council. 
The Soviet Union as well as 
the United States possesses a 
veto power. The Russian rep­ 
resentative w a s ab sent in 
1950 when the Security Council 
intervened in the Korean con­ 
flict, and there still is much 
speculation as to whether this 
was accidental or intentional. 
The Soviets, however, b oasted 
later that they were supplying 
Red China with war weapons 
and supplies. Mayb e they with 
held their \eto so as to b e 
free to help their ally carry out 
its aggression. The point has 
never b een cleared up. 
Today the Soviet Union is 
supplying arms and ammuni- 
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tion to Egypt, which has initi­ 
ated the emergency in the Mid­ 
dle East. It certainly would b e 
politically tactful for the So 
viets to refrgin again from 
b locking any action b y the 
Security Council. This could b e 
done b y ab staining from a 
veto. 
The whole United Nations 
machinery , however, can b e 
paraly zed if a single memb er 
exercises its veto in the Se­ 
curity Council or if a majority 
of the General Assemb ly is un­ 
willing to act. The Communists 
today are b elieved to have 
more than half of the mem­ 
b ers on their side in major 
questions affecting Russia or 
Red China. But if this is true, 
it needs to b e proved conclu­ 
sively b efore the world. 
The Issue concerns not one 
country or region 
b ut all 
countries. Shall local wars b e 
ignored even if they appear 
to 
b e 
precipitating 
larger 
conflicts? The United States 
entered the war in Southeast 
Asia at the request of the 
South 
Vietnamese 
govern­ 
ment and now has several 
allies. It is a "collective ac­ 
tion” as defined in Article 
51 of the U.N. charter. 
There has b een a desire b y 
the U.N. to avoid interven­ 
tion in local wars, b ut the 
language 
of 
the 
charter 
make* it clear that any sit­ 
uation which threatens in­ 
ternational peace can b ring 
ab out U.N. Intervention or 
collective action b y memb er*. 
This was the case in the 
Congo. 
The 
ob jective, 
of 
course, is to keep conflicts 
from widening. 
The Middle East today is 
already menaced b y a state 


of war. For, when Egy pt de­ 
clared a b lockade of the Gulf 
of Aqab a—which is Israel's 
only outlet to the Red Sea 
and the Indian Ocean—this 
emb argo presumab ly was im- 
postcd not merely against 
the vessels of neutral coun­ 
tries. 
The moment a state of 
war is threatened or b egins, 
the United Nations has an 
ob ligation to suggest steps of 
a peace-making nature. 
It 
can ask for a *u-pension of 
the 
b lockade, 
pi 
it 
can 
recommend that the griev­ 
ances b e sub mitted to the 
World 
Court, 
with 
ship­ 
ments of nonmilitar-y arti­ 
cle* permitted 
to land in 
the interim. It can. if neces­ 
sary , 
organize

peace - keeping 
force. 
The whole world will he 
* expecting, the United Nations 
to live up to the principles 
written irt its charter and try 
to keep the dispute b etween 
Egy pt and Israel from b e­ 
coming a full-scale war. If 
nothing is done, the U.N. will 
have demonstrated thatf its 
usefulness as an internation­ 
al organization has come to 
an end. Would the United 
States then b e ’justified in 
continuing to supfky the b ig­ 
gest share of the funds for 
the further operation of that 
b ody?# A different alliance 
might have to b e formed. 
The American government is 
still hopeful, however, that 
the memb ers of the United 
Nations will not let the or­ 
ganization perish, as did the 
League of Nations.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — 
Some Negiro leader* b elieve 
demonstrations, 
r i o t * and 
protest marches will do little 
from here on out to further 
Negro aims. 
These 
men 
favor 
quiet, 
steady precinct work and the 
b allot—getting Negroes reg­ 
istered and to the poll*, elect­ 
ing Negroes and favorab le 
white officials. 
These politically oriented 
Negroes 
note 
that 
Negro 
registration is low in many 
places 
where 
b arriers 
to 
Negro registration are weak 
or nonexistent. 
“ We 
do n't need 
a ma­ 
jo rity ,” o ne ef these Negro 
leaders said to this repo rter. 
“ When we hav e 1 0 per eent 
o f the v o te in so me places, 
2 0 per cent In o thers, the 
candidates o o me to us, seek 
o ur suppo rt. 
When they do , 
they listen to what we hav e 
to say .” 
This group of Negro poli­ 
ticians b elieves the political 
gains must b e won first on 
the local level — that is, in 
cities and states. 
State statistics 
seem 
to 
b ear these men out. 
In 1960 in the entire United 
States, there were six Negro 
state senators. 
Today there 
are 31. 
Seven y ears ago there were 
30 Negro state representa­ 
tives. 
Today thfere are 123. 
In the 27 states where the 
Negroes have made a b reak­ 
through in state legislatures, 
they account far 4 per cent of 
lower house memb ers and 4.3 
per cent of the seatars. 
In 
these 27 states, Negroes are 
10.5 per cent otf the popula­ 
tion.

Itaban cooking is not all pasta, pizra and Parmigiana. Every Italian province and city, 
every \illage from the Alps to Sicily boasts a specialty. The food of each region hjends with 
the climate, and the fragrance of it* food mingle* with the beauty of the landscape in mem­ 
ory. 
Thi* i* what I learned from * very talented resident of Kingston. N. Y. snd Brooklyn. 
She is Miss Maria LoPinto, s Wall Street lavv\er, noted cook, author, and world traveler. 
About her. Clementine Paddleiord, the dean of all food editors once wrote: “ Since grade 
school days Maria ha* had two ambitions. t> be a legal light and a fine cook. Law i* her 
career, cooking her recreation. Out of cooking came the hobby of writing cookbooks." 
Maria has three best seller* now: ART OF ITALIAN COOKING; ART OF MAKING 
ITALIAN DESSKRTS; and ART OF REGIONAL ITALIAN COOKING. 
Two more books which met with instantaneous success are: EAT HONEY AND LIVE 
LONGER and NEW YORK COOKBOOK.

“ When I retiie, Kingston will be my permanent home,” Maria told me at lunch the 
other day. “ Life isn’t as hectic as it is in the ‘fun city/ *he said.

course. Olive oil snd garlic are uaed only to bring out the best in certain dishes, not to over­ 
whelm them, she says. 
Marla was bom in Greenwhich Villsge, New York. Her parents were Sicilian, from a 
tiny village near Palermo and most of her cooking she learned in her mother’s kitchen and 
her grandmother's in Italy. 
After completing her studies at City College, Maria studied Isw st St. J ohn snd New 
York University Law School*. 
Msria 1* one of five Bisters, one of whom, Mrs. J . DiPeri. resides on Lucas Avenue ex­ 
tension also. 
Whether planning a new book or pleading a case, Maria LoPinto devotes herself whole­ 
heartedly to whatever ahe attempts. An outstanding individual, she has certainly made a 
major contribution to the American family scene. 
Msria has given us permission to print some of her recipes. At right she is pictured 
finishing a delicious Sherry Bombe. The recipe is a* follows: 


3 egg yolka 
6 tablespoons water 


SHERRY BOMBE 


3 tablespoons sugar 
cup sweet Sherry wine 
or Marsala 
cup whipping cream 


Combine all ingredients, except cream, in top of double boiler. Place over hot, not boiling, 
water and beat mixture until It get* lukewarm. Remove top part of double boiler and place 
In pan with cold water. Beat mixture with an egg beater or wire whisk until foamy and 
slightly thickened. Beat cream until stiff and f^ld into egg mixture. 
Pour into a melon-shaped mold or 1-quart gelatin mold. Cover. If mold doesn’t have a 
cover, a double thickness of waxed paper will serve the purpose. Secure the waxed paper 
with elastic or string. 
Freeze until firm. Unmold and ierve. Yield: 6 portions.
